Campus  politics  Is  a  subject  that  crops  Into  one's  mind 
when  anyone  mentions  the  fact  that  the  Student  Government  As- 
•ociation  elections  are  coming  around.  Now  It  is  Imperative  that 
these  elections  be  carried  out  in  accord  with  the  democratic 
principles  so  well  known  In  this  country  In  order  that  the  most 
capable  and  efficient  men  and  women  can  occupy  the  positions  of 
Importance  on  the  campus. 

The  office  of  Student  Body  President,  held  so  capably  these 
past  two  years  by  Ken  Moore  and  Art  Buckingham,  is  one  posi¬ 
tion  of  the  highest  responsibility  on  the  campus  political  scene. 

The  President  is  the  one  who,  along  with  the  Student  Senate, 
makes  policy  decisions  affecting  each  and  every  one  of  us. 

It  is  not  only  logical  but  also  essential  that  the  person  selected 
as  student  body  president  be  one  who  represents  the  ma|ority  of 
the  student  body— not  one  who  k  vested  with  the  interest  of 
a  minority  group. 

It,  for  some  unknown  reason,  has  been  the  constant  policy, 
precedent  and  tradition  on  this  campus  to  pass  the  highest 
student  body  political  "plum"  from  one  social  organization  to 
another  with  the  precision  of  a  fine  Swiss  watch.  Now  I  do  not 
wish  to  leave  the  impression  that  I  am  against  precision,  but  I 
would  like  to  leave  the  impression  that  I  am  against  stagnated 
policy.  I  should  also  like  to  remind  you  that  we  live  in  a  sup¬ 
posed  democracy,  and  It  is  my  belief  that  we,  as  Individuals, 
should  follow  the  teachings  of  that  ideology.  I  do  not  mean  to 
suggest  that  any  two  social  organizations  should  take  advantage 
of  this  system,  but  I  do  believe  and  hope  that  every  organization 
will  flood  the  ballot  with  Its  candidates  so  that  all  phases  and 
segments  of  the  student  population  will  be  well  represented. 

Let's  have  a  real  campaign  with  the  gloves  off,  not  a  mock  dry 
run  with  blank  ammunition. 

The  election  should,  but  it  possibly  wifi  not,  reflect  the 
■feelings  of  the  students  because  of  this  traditional  policy  of  stag¬ 
nation  and  corruption!  I  say  corruption  for  the  major  interests 
of  the  smaller  organizations  on  the  campus  are  not  represented, 
end  when  one  takes  into  consideration  that  the  total  of  all  the 
minor  organizations  on  campus  form  a  majority  of  the  student 
body,  then  the  system  we  now  have  and  that  we  are  now  oper¬ 
ating  under  is  not  only  obsolete  and  stagnant,  but  it  is  aka  a 
system  that  serves  as  a  breeding  place  for  corruption;  yes,  in¬ 
tolerable,  insufferable  corruption. 

Political  pies,  string-pulling,  "deals,"  "gentlemen's  agree¬ 
ments,"  and  blanket  voting  in  the  bloc  form  have  no  place  in 
the  politics  of  or  on  this  campus.
